AT MIDNIGHT. 
Midnight—Governor Bartlett is rest­ 
ing easy. 
During the night he has 
several times fallen asleep for short 
periods, a few minutes each time. 
His mind is perfectly clear at different 
times. 
He conversed easily, although 
hid voice was thick as it had been all 
day, and he had difficulty in using it. 


MEDICAL ADVISERS. 
Dr. Perry ami Mrs. Dr. Buckel are 
still with him. 
Early in the evening 
he was engaged in giving directions as 
to the affairs of State uml private m at­ 
ters. 
He was fully aware of the im­ 
minence of death. 


HIS 11 RoTHEIt PRESENT. 
Columbus Bartlett, brother of the 
Governor, is at the house and will re­ 
m ain up all night. 
He knew nothing 
of the circumstances of the stroke. He 
said that his brother’s kidney com­ 
plaint, with which he had been af­ 
fected for so long a time, h id lieen ex­ 
pected to result fatally, but ids brother 
iKire up cheerfully, although he knew 
th a t death was rapidly upproat'hing. 


THE HOUR UNCERTAIN. 
“ H e may die in twenty minutes, or 
be may live a week,” concluded Mr. 
Bartlett, who would say no more ow­ 
ing to the confusion existing on ac­ 
count of t lie suddenness of the para­ 
lytic stroke.

Every stranger takes a 
drive to this suburban Boisde Bologne 
and is gratified by the excellence of 
tlje roadways, the picturesqueness of 
the scenery and the artistic skill that 
lias been shown at various points in 
landscape gardening. The great draw­ 
back to the full enjoyment of this 
splendid park is the frequency with 
which one has to face dens** fogs 
sweeping in from t'-.e sea. driven by 
chilling winds. The beach, the Cliff 
Horn** and the sea lions are a "thrice- 
told tale” and may interest one for 
the first tim e, hut become very “chest- 
nutty” after that. 
Adolph Sutro, 
however, has translated the promon­ 
tory behind the Cliff House into a 
thing of art and beauty. 
Extensive 
grounds, once forming a bleak tieiich 
feeing the ocean, have bedn changed 
into 
beautiful 
gardens with ser­ 
pentine drives, and 
the 
grounds 
have 
been 
profusely 
covered 
with statuary representing fine copies 
of all the classical figures w ith which 
the cultured world is acquainted. But 
the most interesting feature of all this 
marvelous change 
is Adolph Sutro 
himself. 
The history of this man is a 
study. 
When I first knew him, early 
in the fifties, he and his brother kept 
a cigar stand in front of Barry & Bat­ 
ten’s renowned saloon, then located 
on the east side of Montgomery street, 
two doors south of Sacramento. 
He 
was among the early Comstock ad ­ 
venturers, and liefore the mines had 
been sunk to any great depth he con­ 
ceived the grand idea which has since 
resulted in the famous Sutro tunnel. 
With scant means lie started upon his 
magnificent 
project. 
He besieged 
Congress for several years with his 
bill authorizing him to carry out the 
work and giving him a royalty of $2 
per ton upon all ores taken from the 
Comstock mines and tapped by his 
tonne I. 
Moneyed men became inter­ 
ested with him. The bill was passed. 
H e then organized a company with 
a large capital. The work was stead­ 
ily prosecuted. 
Millions of dollars’ 
, worth of bonds were issued. They 
were placed principally in Germany, 
snd Sutro himself withdrew from the 
enterprise after it had been completed 
with a vast fortune of several million 
«lollars. 
We doubt whether the tun­ 
nel has ever paid a dollar in divi­ 
dends. The fact is that before the 
tunnel reached the principal mines 
they bad been worked to a depth, in 
some cases, of nearly two thousand 
feet below its level. 
But the tunnel 
lias proved of great advantage to the 
mint» as a waterway to carry off the 
hot water which is encountered in 
them. 
No one hut a great financier 
could have devised and carried out a 
scheme which has resulted as this 
tunnel has with Sutro—in making him 
alone of all the company immensely 
rich, while the enterprise itself has 
earned comparatively nothing.

( met, a few days ago, Mr. Trescott, 
of Irving Scott & Co., who are building 
the cruiser Charleston, and who have 
just reoeived the contract to construct 
one of the five large iron vessels or­ 
dered by Congress.

who died in the Vigilance Committee 
rooms from a sabre cut.

remembered that Casey shot down in 
the street Jam es King of William, the 
first editor of the Bulletin, on account 
of an article reflecting severely on 
him as a ballot-box stuffer, and re­

assassination 
which 
caused 
the organization of the vigilance com­ 
mittee ot 1856. 
This reminds me 
that a correspondent of a Philadel­ 
phia paper a short time since made 
some of the wildest assertions imag­ 
inable about this committee. 
It de- 
K 
'cted its members as cut-throats and 
oodthirsty men, who used the com­ 
mittee as an engine of personal re­ 
venge ; that all a member had to do 
was to denounce his enemy to the 
committee, and forthwith he was exe­ 
cuted. 
No doubt nianv bad men hast­ 
ened to shelter themselves from dan­ 
ger by joining tlie committee. 
But 
its nuinliors embraced many of the 
liest ami foremost men of the city. 
All, or the great bulk, of the leading 
merchants of San Francisco were act­ 
ive members, and some of the most 
conspicuous citizens of the State at 
the present time were at its head. 
Win. T. Coleman was its presidí nt, 
and to state that is all that is neces­ 
sary to show that the correspondent of 
the Philadelphia paper was utterly ig­ 
norant of the subject upon which he 
was writing. 
I noticed on “ Yan­ 
kee” 
Sullivan’s 
tombstone 
the 
inscription 
that 
he 
bail 
died 
at the 
hands 
of 
the 
Vigilance 
t'oinmittee. 
That he died a violent 
death in the rooms of the committee 
is certain; but there has always been 
a mystery as to the particulars. 
1 
know that the current belief at the 
time was that he had the delirium 
tremens while there, and that one of 
the guards, during a paroxysm of vio­ 
lence on the part of the crazy prisoner, 
struck him in the arm with a sabre, 
severing an artery, and that he bled 
to death before surgical aid was sum­ 
moned. The community was divided 
at the time, and a great many good 
citizens were opposed to the Vigilance 
Committee, believing that the law. if 
enforced as it could have been, was 
strong enough to protect the city from 
the desperate characters who defied 
it. Crime escai»ed punishment be­ 
cause good citizens shirked jury duty, 
and left that duty, as they do now, to 
_ lass of men who eared nothing for 
justice. 
If the newspapers of to-day 
are to lie believed, there is just as 
much need now for a Vigilance Com­ 
mittee as there was in 1856. 
TUE ALMSHOUSE. 
A few days ago I visited the alms­ 
house of this city. 
It is situated south 
of Golden Gate Park, in the midst of a 
tier of hills which shelter it from the 
coast winds. This is one of the nota­ 
ble institutions of the State. 
Tlie Su- 
«rintendent, 
Mr. 
M. J. Keating, 
ios been a t the head of it for seven­ 
teen years, and his proficiency as a 
manager, his indefatigable energy and 
undoubted integrity have brought the 
almshouse into prominence us one of 
the best managed institutions in the 
country. 
The average num ber of in­ 
mates " is 600. 
These embrace all 
classes of people suffering from all 
kinds of afflictions that render poor 
humanity an object of pity and com­ 
miseration. The helpless aged, the 
chronic paralytic, the halt, lame and 
blind, tlie idiotic, the wrecks of dissi­ 
pation—every class of broken-down 
humanity is here, and of I Kith sexes 
and of all ages. The grounds are ex­ 
pansive; the building m all its apart­ 
ments is a model of neatness and 
leanliness. Connected with the in­ 
stitution are some two hundred acres 
of land, which is well farmed, and the 
expenses of the place are brought 
down to the minimum by the returns 
from the fields, from the stock raised 
and from the lalior of those who are 
able to work in the dairy and in the 
feeding stables and piggeries. 
The 
Stale contributes al>out ¿30,000 a year 
toward tlie support of this institution. 
In talking with Mr. Keating I learned 
that many men who were once lead­ 
ing citizens of the metropolis have 
wound up in their careers in this in­ 
stitution. 
A few years ago a man who 
was at one time at the head of the 
great hanking 
and express house 
of 
Adams 
A 
Co., and counted 
his wealth by the million, was brought 
there a total wreck. 
He lingered but 
a short time, and now tills a pauper's 
grave. 
A few weeks ago another 
man, whose name is historically iden­ 
tified with this city, and was one of 
its early Alcaldes, also breathed his 
last in this institution.

him when lie was “ the glass of fash­ 
ion anil the mould of form” of this 
fair eitv—when a bow from him was 
considered an honor, and a familiar 
shake of the hand a condescension.

T e r r a c e ll» e 
H i l l s . 
In view of the increasing value of 
our land the system of terrace culture 
that has stood the test of a thousand 
years of use should he adopted here. 
It utilizes the now waste lands, and, 
what is of infinitely inore importance, 
saves the water that annually is wasted 
or worse than wasted by running off 
to the ocean during heavy rains, carry­ 
ing with it millions of dollars worth of 
valuable fertilizers. 
These terraces 
generally should I k» about eight feet 
wide, aiid run around the hills and 
mountains, descending slightly from 
'he north to the south sides. The 
descent should he one half inch to the 
rod; this will prevent scouring and 
take the moisture from the northern 
slojies, w here it is not needed, around 
to the southern 
slopes, where the 
evajKiration is greater. The terraces 
should Ik* the lowest on the hack side, 
or the side next the hill, to form a 
ditch or drain. 
By this means the 
steepest mountain sides can lie made 
valuable.

That is, in fact, the only thing in the 
whole project that staggers scientific 
men. 
In laying our hollow cable, or 
tube, we must provide against the 
breakage of it.

the wire iron and a lining of steel. 
We would need new* appliaiuvs and 
tnaehinery speeially adapted forweav- 
the wire. 
I think the tu lkí, or hollow* 
cable, should be made as it is laid— 
that, of course, will b e a n elaW ate 
an i tedious process. 
We must lay it 
from a vessel larger than the Great 
Eastern. 
1 am afraid the («real East­ 
ern would scarcely do.” 
•‘What would lie the shape «if the 
conveyance?” 
“ I would lie like the projectile of a 
dynam ite gun, and have wheels all 
around s«» as to reduce the friction to 
tin* smallest degree.

H)T NIGHTS IN HOT PLACES. 


H * w i k e P e o p l e Ira t h e C r o w d e d 
D is tr ic t* * B e f u l l e I k e T i m e . 
[F rom th u N ow Y o rk E v en in g S un.] 
The mercury in the thermometer 
waa ntill hovering in the vicinity of 
the nineties hint evening when an 
Kerning iSun reporter started out to 
me how the people in the denHehr 
crowded 
district* 
of 
Mott, 
Pell, 
Baxter ami Bayard streets ami Mul- 
beiry Bend 8|*n»d their time and 
manage to hiv ith e on a fetid night. 
Ttie hub 
in h r js tn th >ruughf; r 
was Mulberry Bend. 
I'nousandH of 
people, chattering in musical Italian, 
bfeeked the street. 
Women selling 
ancient watermelons, more 
women 
vending brunette bread, and men 
retailing cognac at 5 cents ]>cr pony 
peopled the HtreetH. 
There i one five-story building on 
Mullterry Bend which pays its pro­ 
prietor a higher income than any tene­ 
ment in New York. 
If you go to the 
rear of that structure on a hot night, 
you will get a fair idea of life in crowd 
ed New York in th e summer time. 
Last night a slender young Italian in 
gray clothes wan playing an accordeon 
m the rear of this block. 
Hundreds 
of people clustered on the balconies 
that fringe the re.ir of each story of 
the tall I>uil ling. 
A great crowd gathered in 
the 
court behind the tenement, where the 
accordeon fiend was playing. 
He 
perj>elrated the “ The loiter lhat was 
Never Sent" and other atrocities, and 
then he doffed his hat, looked up 
toward the crowded balconies, and 
said something which sounded like: 
“ Damuii un soldo! Non via parato,” 
which a boy in the crowd translated 
as: “ (live me a penny! Dou’t lie 
afraid tv give me a penny.” 
He held his hat high in the uir and 
applenl.* I to the people on the balco­ 
nies so urgently that a shower of pen­ 
nies cauie down to him. 
Then he 
manifested his gratitude by seizing 
h it accordeon and playing another 
tune. 
A hundred children of assorted 
sizes were in the rear of the block,and 
when the musician churned his accor- 
deon with a wild waltz two Italian boys 
clasped and whirled about the court 
in a giddy hut graceful waltz. 
Then 
two girLa engaged in the same diver­ 
sion. 
The place was crowded with women 
and children. Lines laden with newly 
washed clothing stretched from each 
story across the narrow court. 
More 
than a thousand people were out on 
th e balconies, panting for breath and 
revelling in the melody of the accor­ 
deon. 
Again the young man who 
agitated the accordtnm held his hat. 
and once more a shower of pennies 
came down like m aiiua from the sky. 
Then the spectators went out from 
tlie court to the crowded street. 
Two mouths ago an Kveniua Sun 
reporter, on Iiíb first visit to MuUierry 
Bend, was the guest of Mertie Shay, 
one of the jiowers of the street. 
Mer­ 
tie was a muscular, gentle Italian, 
whom all his countrymen regarded 
with respect. 
When the reporter 
entered Mertie’s place and inquired 
for him last evening an Italian woman 
with a red awning over her head 
lifted her brown hands toward the sky 
iu a mournful gesture ami murmered 
something which an American Italian 
translated as follows: 
“ Poor Mertie 
is dea 1! 
He lias been gone two 
months 
It was a singular coincidence that 
the accordeon player in the rear of the 
tiig building had changed 
from a 
giddy waltz to a mournful melody 
just as the friends of Mertie Shay, a 
Id xk distant, liegan to tell the repor­ 
ter of his demise. 
Baxter and Bayard streets were 
crowded with people sprawled out on 
tlie sidewalks in a negliiré attitude and 
trying to get a breath of fresh air. Jerrv 
McCarthy, the eloquent Irish school­ 
master and one of the characters of 
Baxter street, stood on the sidewalk, 
clad in a cool linen suit, and dis­ 
coursed about Dr. McGlynn to a new- 
nm ier. The > treets were so crowded 
tliat one had to take the middle of 
the pavement to make his way. 
Mott street was equally hot and 
alm ost as densely populated. The 
reporter dropped in on Mr. Wo Kec, 
one of the powers of Mott street, and 
slaked his thirst with a cup of rare 
tea. 
The teapot containing the bev­ 
erage was soaking in a pot of water, 
and the dainty teacups were resting in 
a pan full of Croton water. 
Mr. Wo 
Kee took the teapot from its resting 
place, filled two litte cups from it and 
treated his guests to the most delicate 
and least dangerous drink known 
to men. 
Then the visitors found another di­ 
version. 
Mr. Wo Kee’s partner lias a 
boy 32 m onths old. 
The little shaver, 
dressed in a cool white frock and very 
light white trousers, entered the room, 
and at once became I was of the pre­ 
mises. 
His black eyes, that gleamed 
through eyelids cut bias, danced with 
glee when the visitors gave him two 
nickels, and then he walked over to 
the big brown ¡«per day-book that all 
('h in an en keep for a record of their 
commercial transactions, and entered 
up the ten cents donation with rare 
skill and reckless waste of ink. 
Tlie boy had no queue, but an elder­ 
ly Chinainan, who was on intimate 
terms with him , declared that he will 
have at least the foundation for one 
two years hems*. 
Tlie reporter kissed little “ Ah Sid, 
tf»e Chinese K id,” goodby, and then 
went out on Chatman square to see 
how people were spending the hot 
night. Tlie men with great tin boilers 
beside them were selling hot com. 
W hen a customer made a purchase 
they annointed the com with butter, 
sprinkled it with salt and pepper, ami 
handed it to the consumer, with an 
elaborate flourish. A great many con­ 
sum ers, who seemed to have no fear 
of cholera, ate the corn regardless of 
consequences. 
At m idnight the crowd on Mulberry 
Bend had left the street and found 
shelter in the crowded quarters of the 
big tenem ents. The legs of sleeping 
men dangled from th e balconies. 
All 
was quiet except a stale lx*er dive up 
one of the alleys leading from the 
Bend. 
The m aster of this ranch, armed 
with a twse bull bat, was inarching 
about among his tenants and keeping 
them in order. They were cooling 
th eir throats with generous draughts 
from a big growler, hut at precisely 1 
o'clock 
the m aster of 
(«remonies 
waved his club, the growler ceased to 
growl and all his guests went obedi­ 
ently away. 
The young man with the accordeon 
liad disappeared, the crowds on the 
streets had vanished, a cool breeze 
bad sprung up and MuUierry Bend and 
Mott street looked alm ost as quiet and 
«lean as any thoroughfare in the great 
metropolis.______ _

During the morning ft Hahhath-like 
stillness prevails while accounts are 
being adjusted.

said that New Ye ir's day is the only 
Sabbath of Japan. 
After that all is 
astir; every one in festive garments 
and with smiling face exchanging | k>- 
lite greetings. 
The Japanese are well trained in the 
laws of good breeding, and, in their 
several grades, Beldoin offend the rules 
of etiquette. According to these rules, 
a joyous freedom is extended to every­ 
one on this day of days. 
Various 
styles of reception cards are carried 
through the s reets on elegant lac­ 
quered travs by obseqious servants. 
It is the custom of Japanese merchants 
to send as gifts to the families of their 
customers lieautiful fans and toys of 
exquisite designs. 
< hie of the most popular amusements 
of its day in masquerades, in which 
parents, children and servants delight 
in puzzling one another by personify­ 
ing various families of rank. 
Here 
there are fathers, with the big and lit­ 
tle hoys, who are intent upon the use 
of the top. with which they are very 
expert, while groups of pretty girls and 
young women 
plav 
merrily with 
battledore and shuttle-cock. 
At one 
time we were mystified by sweet, m u­ 
sical sounds in the air, resembling 
those proceeding from 
an yEolian 
harp, and discovered that these came 
from a great num ber of kites flying 
over the city. Our Japanese teacher 
and interpreter explained this mys­ 
tery by show ing us u strip of the bam­ 
boo stretched across the frame of the 
kite. 
Banquets are spread in the streets 
for the jKilice, and for the benefit of 
those that prefer this repast to the 
more private dinner at home. Buckets, 
barrels and porcelain jars an* every­ 
where overflowing with new saki, 
which everybody drinks, and yet to 
tlie credit of these jh*o le lie *t said 
there is little drunkenness. F ar into 
the night some religious ceremony is 
enacted by the head of each house­ 
hold, and by the priests in their pub­ 
lic templos, which all evil spirits 
brooding about on wrong intent are 
said to exorcise; ami tiius the day is 
ended. 
The Japanese are determined to en­ 
joy Ule aa they go.

tie seen leaving their homes to go on 
short 
journeys into 
the country* 
where, under the rustic shade of blos­ 
soming fruit trees,or in one of the end, 
less tea houses, they may rest, refresh 
and enjoy themselves.

urbs, or temples, or statues on some 
high bill, with apparently no other 
object than to view the landscajie un­ 
der a light fall of snow, or to gather 
some of nature’s treasures to adorn 
the grottoed wall, or miniature lake in 
the bit of garden at home, or to amuse 
the children.

The Meeting Held Tester 
day Afternoon. 


THE 8100,000 RAISED. 


The C om m ittee R eports and F u r­ 
th e r P relim in a ry S teps Taken 
T ow ard the E n terprise* 


In accordance w ith th e announce­ 
m ents of th e «lav previous, at 8 i*. m. 
yesterday th e niuin hall of th e Hoard 
of T rade room s was filled with inter­ 
ested citizens to h ear th e rejntrt of the 
com m ittee on th e big hotel schem e. 
T he m eeting w as culled to order by 
th e chairm an, 
E. D ay, uml at his 
request A. M. L aw rence, th e secretary, 
read the report of th e previous m eet­ 
ing. 
The particulars of this are a l­ 
ready public. 
Colonel Boyce, th e 
secretary of th e com m ittee, w as not 
present, an d .fudge J . I. ifiuidick hav ­ 
ing explained th e reason of n isabsence 
and announced th a t he 
would he 
on 
th e 
floor 
in 
a 
short 
tim e, 
w ent 
on 
to 
sta te 
verbally 
that the f 100,000 contem plated in th e 
first series of stock for th e hotel was 
all raised, or substantially so. 
The 
speaker fu rth er stated th at in only one 
case was any citizen approached whom 
th e com m ittee th o u g h t should help, 
were th ey m et by a refusal. 
“ I nev er,” said .Mr. R eddick, “ m et 
a m ore lilieral lot of m en . 
All we had 
to do w as to state th e object of our 
visit, an d im m ediately th e gentlem en 
put th eir nam es to th e paper. 
One 
person w ho could ail’o rd to give $50,000 
would not give a dollar, excepting on 
condition th at th e hotel should I k* put 
on a site w hich he w ould select.” 
Judge Reddick fu rth er said th at the 
com m ittee ■ ad boon aid ed in its work 
very m uch by m any of the citizens, 
especially bv M r. M. L. W icks, Esq. 
and by M r. E ugene lierm ain . 
The reference to th e m an 
who 
would not give culled Mr. John Bry­ 
son, Sr. T he Judge at once disclaim ed 
anv reference to Mr. Bryson, saying: 
“ W hy, you gave your *1000. sdl you 
w ere asked to give, a n d all unv per­ 
son was allow ed to give.” 
lie also 
gave the nam e of the person to whom 
he had reference, an d said that one 
wished to d ictate th at th e site should 
bo selected on 
Brooklyn H eights. 
Said Ju d g e R od d ick : 
“ T here is per­ 
haps $500 lacking of th e $100,000, and 
I am sure if it is necessary M r. Bry­ 
son will l»e th e first to m ake th at u p .” 
Mr. Bryson referred to the service 
lie had done tw o tow ns in Iowa in his 
younger d ay s; said lie had come here 
w ith th e intention of retiring from ac­ 
tive business, b u t ill spite of such in­ 
tention he had erected some of the 
city, and stated th a t lie is now prepar­ 
ing for th e erection of absolutely the 
finest block in I/w Angeles. 
W hile th e assem bly w as still wait­ 
ing for Colonel Boyce, th e secretary 
read a com m unication from A. \Y. 
K dcliuun, ottering to draw all plans of 
all sorts, an d all w orking draw ings, 
and superintend th e erection of the 
hotel for .'5 per cent of th e cost of tin* 
edifice, half of th e am ount to Ik* paid 
him in cash and the o th er half instock 
in the enterprise. 
T h e m atter w as re­ 
ferred to the 8iibscril>er8 to th e $100,­ 
000 fund. 
Dr. B urks cam e forw ard with a for­ 
m al proposition to give the hotel pro­ 
jectors fifty acres of land at th e ter­ 
m inus of te m p le street, am i to have 
the T em ple-street cab le road extended 
to th e spot, on condition of a n agree­ 
m ent to build a $400,(XX) hotel oil the 
site. 
lie stated th at the land is now 
w orth $¿000 per acre, or $100,000 for 
the fifty acres, ami th a t th e cost of ex­ 
tending th e road w ould be to him 
$40,000: in o ther w ords, he offers 
$140,000 to h ave th e hotel put on his 
place. 
1 ir. B urks, w ho ow ns ¡150 acres of 
land in th at vicinity, later inform ed 
the IlKRAi.n reporter th a t a syndicate 
is all b ut form ed to build a m am m oth 
hotel at th at ]>oint. 
O perations are 
likely to lie begun at once, and to m eet 
the expenses of th e enterprise the 
intention 
is 
to 
oiler lots around 
the site a t a low price and on easy 
term s. 
The hom estead distribution 
plan « ill probably b e tried in th is 
schem e. 


T H E CO M M ITTEE R E l’O KTS. 


Col. Boyce at length arrived w ith 
the report of th e com m ittee. 
H e 
stated th at it had b een his desire to 
present to th e m eeting subscriptions 
to th e full $100,000, b u t th at several 
persons whom he knew w ould put 
th eir nam es on the list he had not 
been able to see. 
H e had spent the 
last m om ents of h is tim e in th is di­ 
rection, w hich fact h e hoped would lie 
taken as an excuse for his tardiness, 
lie th en read th e following report, 
em bracing th e subjoined list of sub­ 
scriptions :

STRUCK IT RICH. 
A F iv e - l o o t V e in off C o a l F o u n d 
I m T in M in e C u n y o n . 
[South Riverside Boc.J 
The town was excited Saturday 
night over the news of a big find of 
coal in Tin Mineeanyon. ( laude F. 
Perkins was up there in the afternoon 
and ran across the mine which had 
just been opened up by Montgomery 
and Beuulieu, who came upon the in­ 
dications while prospecting for coal 
among the mountains. Air. Perkins 
secured a sample ami coming into 
town spread the news of the strike. 
The next day, desirous of seeing the 
mine, we procured a team and drove 
out to the canyon, a distance of about 
four miles, where we found the 
gentlemen who had 
mude the 
find, and obtained considerable in­ 
formation from them. TI10 claim is 
located at the mouth and on the right 
hand side of Tin Mine cation, and is 
easily accessible. An old wood road 
runs within a few rods of the mine 
and a team can lie driven right to the 
entrance. The indications are very 
favorable and are such us no experi­ 
enced miner could mistake, the chief 
oue I icing what is termed “muck," 
a peculiar, rusty looking formation 
which is u sure sign of coal. Some 
one found this years ago, and ran 
a drift some distance into the moun­ 
tain, but not finding anything to re­ 
ward his labors, gave it up and aban­ 
doned the prospect. On finding this 
deserted claim Mr. Montgomery, who 
is an experienced miner, inspected it 
carefully, ami found u slight indica­ 
tion which he thought worth follow­ 
ing up, and accordingly began to sink 
a shaft in the drift some distance 
from the mouth. 
The indications 
rapidly developed into a vein of coal, 
which dipiied almost perpendicularly, 
and as the shaft descended the vein 
increased in thickness, ami a second 
or auxilliary vein was developed close 
to and purrallcl with the first, and now 
at a depth of about ten feet they have 
what they term a “true vein” fulLy 
three feet thick separated from a 
smaller veiu a foot in thickness, by a 
stratum of pipe clay. The clay, how­ 
ever, is steadily working out ami in a 
short time will doutless disappear en­ 
tirely and the two veins of coal will 
unite into one good vein. If the thick­ 
ness of the coal increases in the next 


forty feet us it has in the first ten

ness is increasing font. Already alsiut 
two tons of good ixxil have been taken 
out und piled at the mouth of the 
drift. 
The shaft will be sunk to a 
d iptli of perhaps 150 feet and another 
slmft bo Hie k outside and then drifts 
will 1h) run through the vein. The 
mine will be worked for all there is in 
it and will soon lie producing more 
coal than the community can use. 
The finders am much eluted over 
their good fortune, as they have Hood 
cause to lie, and have refused 
several tempting otters for a half in- 
intorest. The sunuly will bo practi­ 
cally inexhausUinl.l for no one was 
over known to work out to the end of 
a vein and the width of it may lie 
miles. The quality is purticuluily 
noticeable as ticing the best coal that 
has ever I men found in Southern Cali­ 
fornia ami is by odds the biggest vein. 
The exjx»rt at l,os Angeles who ana­ 
lyzed a specimen, suys it is a high 
grade of coal, ranking w ith the Wash­ 
ington territory coal, it is quite hard, 
is bright when fractured, and is very 
clean to handle, not robbing oft on 
the hamls, and burns up to a clean 
white ash. I11 this find we have 
much cause for joy. We will not be 
the only ones benefited, but all this 
nart of the State will find here a limit­ 
less supply of cheap fuel for manufac­ 
turing and domestic purposes. It is 
probable that one of our roads will 
run a spur up the canyon to 
the 
mine, and 
the coal 
will 
fiml its way all over this jwirt of the 
State. 
It is uot easy to tell 
just how much this means for 
South Riverside. It will add tenfold 
to her growth and importance. This 
was the one tiling needful, the sine 
qua non, the philosophers’ stone 
which is to turn our gilded fancies into 
golden realities. Manufactories will 
dot the mesa, and the hum of indus­ 
try will lie heard in the land. Our 
future will l»o one of greater impor­ 
tance than we had ever dared to hojte, 
and our infant city will at no distant 
day ho one of the chief commercial 
centres of the new state which time 
will carve out of Southern California. 
A BIX FOOT VEIN. 
Sinee the above was in type, we 
have received news from the canyon, 
saying that the vein has increased to 
six feet in thickness at a depth of 
sixteen feet. The two veins were, 
as was supposed, ixirts of a large 
vein, which had split open and the 
crevice had filled with clay. 
The 
clay had all worked out and now we 
have a good six foot vein of pure coal. 
Further developments am anxiously 
awaited.

C onstitutional or tuherouiaroousiim pt'on 
I* a common form of lung disease. Tin» 
progress I* slow, but if left to itself Is ce 
less sure. 
It usually begins w ith a dry 
cough. 
At first tnese tubercles are exceed­ 
ingly m inute, the patieut n o t at all suspect­ 
ing th eir presence. G radually they develop 
into more active dixca-e, and then follows 
the train of sym ptom s which leaves no 
ooubt as to its tru 
character. 
Sometimes 
sp ttlo g o f blood or slight s tre a k -In the 
m ucus la the first Indication of tubercular 
deposits, or it m ay be a chilly «ensatlnn in 
the back, followed by m ore or lesa heat in 
the palms of the hands, or an afternoon 
flush on tho cheeks. Tho slow an d gradual 
iu roads of th is L>rm of consum ption leave 
th e stomach and appetite undisturbed for a 
considerable time. Finally, however, beetle 
fever aud ii'ght sweats supervene, pri-ced 
ed by diarrhoea. 'I hen the loss of flexh sud 
strength becomes rap id ,th e chost contracts, 
th e ft-Rtuns sharpen, the eve attaiua su un 
usual brilliancy and the patient bee in* to 
roalls • that he is In the last stage of coi-, 
firm ed constitutional cuaM imptlou. 
Inhalations are applicable to all diseas ■ 
of th e respiratory organs,including catarrh, 
th ro at dtHeaaea, aoll-m 1, brouchills, coq. 
sum ption, an d tbcusandN of cases chu be 
cured by th is m ode <>f treatm en t when 
n o thiug else can cur** them .
